MUMBAI,  India  (BP)  —  "I’ve  rarely 
found  anyone  who  said  they  didn't 
want  to  learn  the  piano,"  the  seminary 
music  professor  said  after  arriving  in 
Mumbai,  India. 

Dorothy  Atcheson  (not  her  real  name), 
who  teaches  at  one  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention's  six  seminaries  in  foe  United 
States,  led  a  team  of  six  women  into 
Mumbai's  communities  and  slums  to 
teach  keyboarding  and,  in  the  process, 
share  foe  GoepeL 

Atcheson  has  pioneered  a  program  at 
hot  seminary  by  which  non-musiaans  on 
teach  piano  using  a  resource  she  devel¬ 
oped  called  The  Keyboard  Mission.  Using 
Atcheson's  method,  students  can  leam  to 
play  simple  melodies  in  three  to  five  ses¬ 
sions,  while  foe  words  of  foe  songs  teach 
biblical  truths.

From  there,  Atcheson  wrote  The 
Keyboard  Mission,  linking  musical  con¬ 
cepts  with  biblical  truth;  As  keyboarding 
teams  present  foe  material,  they  also  pre¬ 
sent  the  Gospel. 

Atcheson  nad  used  the  material  exclu¬ 
sively  vwlh  unbelievers  in  other  countries, 
with' foe  team  venturing  out  on  the  streets 
and  inviting  people  to  take  piano.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  students  came  to  know  Christ  In 
India,  however;  the  focus  changed  as 
church  leaders  invited  various  church 
members  to  the  dasses." 

At  first,  this  was  frustrating  "In  my 
mind,  we  were  not  doing  what  we  came 
here  to  do,"  Atcheson  said.  However;  as 
the  teaching  began,  foe  reason  for  foe 
changed  focus  became  dear  to  Atcheson, 
and  sne  modified  her  original  plan. 

"Some  of  our  team  continued  to  teach 


church  members,  but  I  selected  a  few 
students  and  offered  them  two  full  days 
of  training,"  Atcheson  recounted.  "Then 
they  would  be  equipped  to  go  to  other 
churches  and  in  turn  equip  others  to  do 
the  keyboard  ministry. 

Using  this  reproducible  approach, 
Atcheson  hopes  that  foe  piano  training 
and,  more  importantly,  foe  seeds  of  foe 
Gospel  will  spread  to  other  churches  and 
eventually  to  unbelievers.  "The  text  teach¬ 
es  itself,"  Atcheson  said,  "and  foe  hymns-, 
can  explain  foe  GospeL" 

Churches  that  do  not  have  a  skilled 
musician  can  use  the  material  for  equip¬ 
ping  and  outreach,  Atcheson  added. 
Pastor  Murali  (not  his  real  name)  agreed. 
He  leads  one  of  foe  small  churches  where 
Atcheson's  team  worked,  and  he  now 
wants  those  who  received  keyboard 
lessons  to  share  their  training  with  others 
in  foe  slum. 

"That  is  foe  plan  of  my  heart," 
Murali  said. 

A  member  of  Atcheson's  team.  Ann 
from  Goidston  Church  in  North  Carolina, 

has  used  foe  program  successfully  in  a 
number  of  other  countries.  She  had  never 
played  at  all  when  she  went  on  her  first 
trip.  "Now,"  Atcheson  said,  "she's  study¬ 
ing  with  me  at  foe  seminary." 

Agru  (not  his  real  name)  is  one  of  foe 
young  men  in  Murali' s  church  who  stud¬ 
ied  with  Ann.  Although  Agra  knew  how 
to  play  by  ear;  he  wanted  to  leam  to  read 
music  ana  Murali  was  confident  he  could 
easily  pick  up  the  skills. 

"nfe  had  foe  most  fun  with  him,"  Arm 
said.  "He  will  sit  down  and  work  and 
work  and  work...
